Tex Statea thus far—those named below—
have held their elections for members of the
Forty.second Congress, South Carolina,
which held an election on Wednesaday, makes
the eleventh State, bul the result will not be
known for some days yet. With the excap-
tion of one district in Pennsylvania, the re-
turns are sufliciently definite from these
States to enable us to summarize the resunlt,
The doubtful district (Cessna's) we concele
for the present to the Democraocy, to give
our caleulations the worst possible aspoct,
In the following table is given the political
standing of the delegations from these ten
States in the lust and present Congress, and

A single glance at thess figures shows the
exact extent of the loss sustained Ly the Re-
publican party—one member from Indiana,
four from North Carolina, and five from
Penusylvania, making a totaldess of ten. At
the close of the last session there weretlwo
wvacancies in the North Oarolina delegation,
one of which has sinece been fillad by the
election of a Democrat to succeed a Republi.
can, giving the Democracy two members for
the remaining session of the Forty-first Con.
gress. DMississippi was without representa-
tion in the Fortieth Congress, bu! has elected
a unanimously Republican delegation to the
remainder of the Forty-first and to the Forty-
pocond Congress. In the nine States, oxclud-
ing Mississippi, the Republican strength in
the Fortieth Uongress was cut down from 5
to GO in the Forty:first, so that the entire
loss sustained since the exit of Andrew
Johnson, during whose term of office a two-
thirds majority in the House was 80 conve-
nient and pecessary, amounts to fifiecn
members.

And now for the rest of the States in which
the Congressional elections are yet to be
held. A full House consists of 213 members,
and 82 have already been elected. OfF the
161 yet to be chosen, the Republicans have a
prospect of carrying 102 and the Demoocrats
59, which wonld make the complexion of the
next House 157 Republicans to 86 Demecrats,
8 Republican majority of 71, considerably
less than two-thirds, and therefore too small
for mischief, but sufficiently large to enable
the Republican party to maintain undisputed
control of the policy of the nation. The
Demoorats, however, expact to do better than
we have allowed in the States yet to elect, but
it is not within the range of probability tha!
they shonld carry more than fifieen of the
districts which we are now disposed to claim
for the Republicans, Granting them this ex-
treme margim, and the complexion of the
next House will stand 142 Republicans to 101
Democrats, a clear majority of 41, which is
practically as good as anything short of a
round two-thirds' majority. The great danger,
and, indeed, the only danger, is that the
Demooratic side of the mext House, when ra-
inforced by the free-trade Republicans of the
West, will be able to make mischief with the
tariff, although the present comstitution of
the Senate guarantees us against any positive
legislation inimical to the true interests of
the country.

Although we cavunol give *‘One of our
Bubseribers' any exact information with re-
gard to the disposition of this fund, as we
were not taken into the counsels of those
who advoocated placing the publie buildings
upon Washington Bquare, we may perbaps be
able to make a preity close guess, If $60,000
were subseribed to progure the location of
the public buildiugs upon Washington Bquare,
one-half of that amount, or #50,000, might
easily have been expouded al Hurrisburg for
the purpose of opening the eyes of our im-
maoculate legislators to the advanteges of the
Washington Square site, withoul prodacing
sny very decided impression vpon them.
Presuming, however, that this was the sum
invested in legislation, 3000 wonld
mot be too large a figure to

assume for the oost of preparing those
natonishing  “‘coffin” advertisomenta and
posters that fignred in the oolumns of some
of our eontemporaries and upon all thefences
nnd blank walls thronghout the oity, with a
view of demonstratiog the terrible conse-
guences that must follow if the pablis build-
ings were placed at the intersootion of Broad
snd Market streets. Say that $10,000 were
sxpended in ndvertising the merits of Wash-
ington Bqnare in the columns of those news-
pepers which advooated the seleotion of that
site in their editorial columns;, and that at
least 10,000 were neoded to canse the dis.
pppenrance of some of tha Washington
Square tickets on the day previous to the
election, so that capital could be made
of the oerourrence, and to secnre the enfold-
ing of the same in the regular Democratic
tickets, so that the rank and file of the Demo-
cracy would imagine Washington Bquare to
be one of the regular candidates of the party,
and vote for it pecordingly. This calenlation
leaves $5000 still unacconnted for, and the
best advice we ean give the anxious seeker
for knowledge who addresses us is to inquire
of the Press, Builletin, or Ledger, any of
which papers will probably be able to give
bim more precise information than he can
obtain in the neighborhood of Third and
Chesnut streets.

PRISON DISCIPLINE.

A coxvenNTioN or congress, composed of
goveral hundred prominent Americans from
various portions of the Union, together with
a number of Europeans distinguished for
their interest in the cause of prison reform,
hus been in session fer some days in Cincin-
nati, for the purpose of considering the dif-
ferent systems of prison discipline, and form-
inga correct judgment in regard to their
merits, The Pennsylvania system of sepa-
rate confinement does not seem to have
formetl a prominent topic of discassion,
Notwithstanding its good results here, it con-
tinues to be comparatively unpopular in other
Btates. As was to have been expected, a
great diversity of opinion existed on nearly
all the disputed guestions, bat the passage of
the three following resolutions indicates the
opinion of a majority of the convention on
the important topics to which they refer,
vig.i—

Fesolved, That the best resnlts of prison disoipline
are compatinle with pecunlary self-support ; butghat

such support 18 only partially attalpable o juvenile
and reformatory instirutions

Resoveo, ') it district prigsons, {ntermediate be-
tween the State prison aud the county Jall, are a

NnecessAry part of & complete prison system, and, in
the optnion of this congress, such district prisons
caght to be establishicd in all States where they do
not now exist,

Resolvad, That each system of juvenile raforma-
tories has 1S merits sod may e used to advantage;
but this congress expresses no preference for elther
the family or the congregate system;that the lin-
wrtant ageney for reformution 8 found in warim-
wearted, clear-hewded Christlan men and women,
who, in the spirit of Christ, wield theilr personal ln-
fluence 1or this end,

If the first of these resolutions embodies
sound doectrine, Peunsylvania tax-payers
might safely be relieved from a burden which
is yearly becoming more and more grievous,
The Albany Penitentiary, the Detroit House
of Correction, and the Ohio Btate Prison are
not morely self-sustaining but sources of
profit; and if it be true that such pecuniary
exhibits are not incompatible with *‘the Lest
results of prison discipline,” there is no good
reago : why many thousands of dollars should
not be saved to onr State and county treasuries,
The zealous advooeates of the system of separate
oonfi .cment, however, wonld take issue with
the convention on this point, and it may be
scarcely prudent to accept the judgment of
that body as conclusive,

The secend resolution,favorable to the es-
tablishment of district prisoms, intermediate
between State prisons and county jails, de-
serves great attention. The county jails of
many of the States, aud especially of many
of the counties of Pennsylvania, are a re-
proach to the civilization of the age. They
are burlesques on the name of jails, and so
poorly construeted that dangerous prisoners
oan only be held in seoure confinement by a
resort to croel and inhuman restrictions.
Many of the counties are too poor to build or
waintain proper jails; and the system of in-
termediatedistriot prisons offersa praotical and
comparatively cheap method for a combina-
tion of their resources that will secure proper
places of confinement for all dangerous
eriminals.  Additional legislation on this
subject is greatly needed.

The third resolution, relating to the man-
agementof juvenile reformatories, was passed
unanimonsly. It expresses no positive
opinion of the respective merits of the con-
gregate and family systems. It substantially
wenns that the system is best which is best
administered, and this maxim might with
almost equal force be applied to the various
forms of prison discipline for adults.

THE PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT.
Axorner move in the direotion of a pald Fire
department was made yesterday by the con-
currenee of Common Counecil in the resola-
tion adopted last wesk by the Seleet branch
for the appointment of a committes to in-
quire into the system adopted in other cities
for the extingunishment of fires and other
matters of detail that it is necessary should
be known if the proposed ehanges in our own
department are to be made in a proper
manner, and by the introduoction of am
ordinance by Mr. Sellers providing for
the sppointment of a board of six comumis-
sioners, to be elected by a joint convention
of Councils, who gball have full authority in
all matters pertaining to the management of
the Fire Department. The ordinanee pro-
vides that two of the commissioners shall
serve for three years, two for two years, and
two for one year; that they shall have power
to purchase suficient fire apparatus and to
employ a suitable force of flremen, engineers,
drivers, and telegraph operators; that they
shall assume charge of the departments of
¥ire Mersbal and Chief Engineer,
and that they sball elect one person
to serve as chief engivneer and one person &s
inspector of machines; that they shall have
the right to purchsse, reut, or lease any real
estate they may deem requisite; that they
shall have the power to provent any other fire
spparatus than that governed by the board

from being used at fires, or may restriot the
running of engines into districts, and pro-
vide for the uniforming and organization of
ibe department. The bill also provides that
the commissioners shall receive the sum of
#6500 each per annnm as compensation for
their mervices. Thin appears to be a very
good plan, although we are not prepared to
fany it in the best that could be proposed; and
before entering into a disoussion of the de-
tails of theorganization of a paid Fire Dapart-
ment, we prefer to see what report the joink
special committee of Conncils will make on
the subject.

An evidence of the necessity for a radical
change in the present system of extingnish-
ing fires and the neocessity for the establish-
ment of & Fire Department that will be under
the control of respensible officers, was
afforded yesterday in the communications re-
ferring to the incendiary fires of the nights
of Ooctober B and 9, from Chief Engineer
Downey and Fire Marehal Blackburn. Mr,
Downey we believe to be capable, and as
bhonest as he can be under the present volun-
teer system. With regard to the origin of
these fires he has nothing to say, however,
except that ho has no doubt they were eansed
by incendiaries. Who the incendiaries were (he
Chief Engineer does not profess to know,
although the probabilities are that he could
have obtained some clue to them if he had
been less fearful of giving offense to mem-
bers of certain fire companies than he was of
doing his whole duty withont fear, favor, or
partiglity. Fire Marshal Blackburn, on the
other hand, after a detailed account of the
various circumstancés connected with these
fires, has no donbt that both of the fires were
kindled by moembers or adherents of fire com-
panies, and that the second grew out
of the disturbances at the first. In
conclusion Dr. Blackburn says, ‘‘Ountrageons
acts, such as these, which, during the last three
months, I regret to say, have been of alarm-
ing frequency, are disgracing the Fire De-
partment, injuring the character of our city,
and I fear will drive from us insurance capi-
tal that wo cannot afford to lose.” Of the
truth of this there can be no doubt, and the
only remedy is in the establishment of a paid
I'ire Department that will be beyond the reach
of the demoralizing inflnences that have ren-
dered the volunteer system worthless,

Prxxsynvanians shonld ecarefully note the
fact that the New York World claims that the
Democeratic candidates for Congress in this
State who carried doubtful districts were
elected as champions of free trade, It insists
that a well-defined issne was made on this
gubject, and is jubilant over the idea that the
Democracy of the Commonwealth are ready
to sacrifice its interests on the altar of their
party. 'Fhe astute Pennsylvania leaders of
that organization understand perfectly well
the folly and falsity of these allogations, They
know that in a vote between free trade and
protection, pure and simple, our citizens
would decide almost unanimously for self-
preservation, and for the eontinnance of the
diversified industries upon which a large pro-
portion of our entire population depend for
support. Dut as the organs of Dritish in.
terests are claiming the votes of newly
elected Democratic Congressmen, the
people onught to know as speedily as possible
what action on the tariff they are to expect
from the Pennsylvania Democracy. If the
World is correct in its statements, the Con-
gressional gains of which it boasts so loudly
mny lead to terrible pecuniary losses on the
pait of the men who voted for the alleged
free traders.
